What they cannot 
submerge their own ego sufficiently reach 
understanding with men other minds and other manners. 

When the modern Achilles happens teacher, then 
he—or she— something monstrosity. Childish chil- 
dren fuss and pout and adopt the 
attitude, and the function education lead them 
perceive the unwisdom the picturesque proceeding; but 
when the teacher fusses and pouts and toward either pupils 
superiors adopts the I-don’t-like-you-any-more attitude, 
then the comedy becomes tragedy and education that 
classroom becomes ghastly pretense. 

Sulking really the obtrusion misproportioned self- 
love. The religious life, with its insistence humility and 
other disciplinary virtues, should make sulking practically 
impossible. True ideals tducation make eminently un- 
worthy.

BODY, MIND AND SOUL. That very prolific English 
writer, Daniel Defoe, besides writing the well known 
son Crusoe,” remembered for very diverting tale entitled, 
“The Life, Adventures and Piracies the Famous Captain 
Singleton.” writing this book Defoe had certainly set 
moral aims, which excellent reason for taking pas- 
sage from text for some reflections ethical and 
religious character. Early his eighth chapter, Defoe brings 
his hero into darkest Africa company with band 
marooned Portuguese sailors, and thus describes the attitude 
the savages they encountered toward the presents offered 
them the white men: 

“Our artificer showed them some his trinkets that 
had made, some iron, some silver, but none gold: 
they had much judgment choose those silver be- 
fore the iron; but when showed them some gold, 
found that they did not value much either the 
other.” 

smile pityingly read. The poor savages actu- 
ally held that silver, and even iron, more value than 
gold. were tell the story our pupils tomorrow, 
they doubtless would smile pityingly too. And yet, alas, 
and our pupils are oftentimes not unlike the savages 
Daniel Defoe’s adventure tale. 

For, the well-rounded and God-inspired view life, 
the things the body are the trinkets iron, and the 
things the intellect are the trinkets silver, and the 
things the soul are the trinkets gold. And all man- 
kind may divided into three groups accordingly they 
esteem those three classes things. 

Earlier the story Captain Singleton had met some na- 
tives who preferred the iron trinkets both the others; and 
course they were savages indeed. And savages, too, are 
those men who esteem the body the most important part 
man, who bend all their energies upon securing mere bodily 
comfort and sensual gratification. Just iron had its uses 
the heart Africa, the body has its sphere action 
every well ordered life, and its legitimate claims upon

are not denied; but how savage, 
how uncivilized, how un-Christian are 
those who make the body and the de- 
mands the body the one thing neces- 
sary human life. There are many 
such men today, who would smile pity- 
ingly the tale the ignorant savages, 
who not realize their own essential depravity. not 
improbable that might find among our pupils some who 
put bodily comfort above all other considerations, young men, 
for instance, who hold that the athlete the highest type, 
least the most admirable type human being; and 
not improbable, either, that now and then, devoting 
large share our time and conversation athletic sub- 
jects, confirm them their belief that the body more 
important than really is, that iron more value than 
silver gold. 

the other extreme are the men who realize that the 
soul far more value than body mind, that spiritual 
concerns are more noble and more satisfying and more 
sacred than either bodily comfort intellectual activity, men 
who know that iron and silver are less value than pure 
gold. These men, when they carry their principles into fruit- 
ful and intelligent practice, call saints. And admire 
them and cherish the memory them, because they are the 
truly wise men, the truly civilized men. Catholics, 
religious, are most ludicrously inconsistent not 
belong their goodly company; and should make daily 
examens see that are not falling short their 
splendid ideals, the ideals that spring from perception 
fundamental truth. that perception fundamental 
truth that must impart our pupils, the vision splendid 
upon which must teach them fix their untried eyes. 
That what the Catholic Church for; that what the 
Catholic school for; that what the Catholic teacher 
for. fail that fail everything. 

But the vast majority men are, think, the midway 
category. They are like the Africans our text who rec- 
ognized that silver better than iron, but who were not 
able see that gold better than silver. Most intelligent 
men, most intelligent students, rather pity the seeker after 
sensual pleasure, the slave bodily comfort, the deluded en- 
thusiast who makes hero the fellow who expert 
kicking large ball with his foot hitting small ball with 
bat. They see plainly enough that iron some value 
but that silver much more worth. They see that, indeed, 
the mind that makes the body rich, that the satisfaction 
derived from intellectual efforts and intellectual inter- 
ests far outweighs the pleasure resulting from physical ex- 
ercise and bodily gratification, that the real measure man 
not how well developed his muscles may but rather the 
quality and quantity his intellectual equipment. Sensible 
men esteem learning and strive acquire learning; and our 
sensible students promptly recognize that they are signally 
blessed time and opportunity devote themselves 
the things the mind. 

Now, well when teach our pupils perceive 
that the mind means more than the body; but are not 
truly educating them, are not lifting them above the level 
the savages Defoe’s story, unless lead them the 
realization that the soul means more than either the body 
the mind, that gold greater value than either iron 
silver. 

like point, with degree pardonable complacency, 
the graduates our institutions learning. They are 
efficient and prosperous and even leaders financial and 
commercial affairs? That well, but can say more 
for them, are merely pointing the lowest type 
savages. They are recognized brilliant and capable men, 
the intellectual leaders their community? That well, 
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too; but can say more for them, are merely 
pointing the replicas the natives who esteemed silver 
but depreciated gold. But can complacent indeed 
our graduates can said: “Verily, these are men who 
good sooth seek first the kingdom God and His justice.” 


RESPICE FINEM. human become intent 
the means ignore the end, act though part were 
greater than the whole, confuse the superficial with the 
fundamental, the accidental with the essential. human; 
but pernicious. The tendency see manifested all 
around civic life; indications are now and then 
discernible even within the cloister; and must not sur- 
prised find them frequently the school. 

Just the religious life need regularity but the 
same time resent the routine spirit which regularity 
need regulation, the school need standards but 
resent the rapidly growing malady 
need examinations and superintendents and possibly educa- 
tional experts and school statistics and other sundry aids 
and appurtenances; but the school does not exist order that 
they may thrive. are teaching for the glory God and 
the spiritual, intellectual and physical good our pupils, and 
third grade composition more educational worth than 
library statistics, and the ugliest, dullest little pig- 
tailed girl the room more important figure the true 
educational scheme things than the most pompous school 
official that ever strutted. 

Time was that when crank had evolved new but un- 
tested baby food hitherto unknown brand cough mix- 
ture was popularly supposed try the dog. Today 
would more likely the nearest school and try 
the children. Our schools are gradually becoming the 
unofficial experiment station for textbook faddists, for 
methodology freaks, for pedagogical theorists intent grist 
for their dissertation mill, for all sorts and conditions 
busybodies who insist upon experimenting the children 
order point pedagogical moral and adorn teaching 
tale. are getting too much it. 

this subject the English educator, George Sampson, 
his “English for the English” (Cambridge University Press), 
has something pertinent say: 

“The schools are wonderful laboratories for experiments, 
and teachers have already been told persons official 
importance that they will not respected unless they make 
definite contributions educational science. The art 
teaching, would appear, not respectable. That art 
promoted claiming science view entirely and 
delightfully official Experimental work may very 
valuable, and not stupid oppose decry it; 
but not everybody’s work, and must not the first 
charge upon the energies teachers. want teachers 
remember that they are first all healers and not vivisec- 
tionists. want them see clearly that laboratory work 
school not education, and that test child’s mind 
not teach it. Dogs are not really improved vivisection 
even the mind the vivisector is. Teachers may, they 
will, conduct series very useful experiments school, 
but that not what they are there for. Teachers 
school practise the art teaching, not pursue the 
science education. What the teacher has consider 
not the minds can measure but the souls can save. 
Nothing easier than neglect children for the pursuit 
neurograms. Neurograms are much easier manage. 
Psychology can and should assist the teacher, but must not 
obsess the teacher.” 

And psychology will not obsess the teacher the teacher 
big enough and calm enough ask himself now and then, 
“What here for? Bernard, Bernard, why hast thou en- 
tered the classroom?” The horrorific art measuring minds 
chiefly interest, not real teachers, but those 
amorphous beings who some places hold instructorships 
teachers’ colleges and normal schools. unfortunate that 
often have take our “trained” teachers and train them 
all over again, and simply because they sat too long the 
feet men who were just professors who liked profess 
rather than teachers who knew how teach.

and years study and reading and meditation which must 
fill the religious teacher’s life constitute very tangible and 
practical recognition what might called the cultural 
element his personality. Man, has been wisely though 
perhaps inadequately said, bundle habits; are, 
after all, what our habits are. And our habits are affected 
every thought think, every act perform, every 
emotion that sweeps across the surface our souls stirs 
them their profoundest depths. These considerations are 
essential premises any proper study the nature human 
personality.

You see, largely the fault 
Some such excuse hear almost every 
day; and behind lies the illusion that personality some- 
thing fixed and fatal, something that has been, say, 
wished higher—and presumably malignant—power, 
something over the possession which may plume our- 
selves wring our hands the case may be, but about 
which can little nothing.

If, even after are 
forty and supposed have sense, continue lose our 
temper class and make remarks that are, say the least, in- 
judicious, because have been predistined make asses 
ourselves and that cannot but follow our natural bent? 
Not all. modern English’ poet has reminded that 
fool must follow his natural but wise man need 
not and should not when his bent the direction folly. 

course, the longer have lived and the more persist- 
ently have done the unwise things, the harder 
change for the better, because habit potent force, for 
good for find our present personality certain 
undesirable traits which are due certain long-formed habits, 
must make our minds eliminate the traits rever- 
sing the habits. sound the saying 
Thomas a‘Kempis that “habit overcome habit.” That 
illuminating aphorism offers the key the modification, the 
alteration, the regeneration personality. 

Convinced the possibility changing our personality, 
must next make our mind put the change into ef- 
fect. one thing know, even realize, that 
ality can always changed; quite another thing

carry the knowledge into practice. Few events life make 
greater demand upon our will power. hard publicly 
make avowal our own shortcomings; harder still 
volitionally shift gears and reverse perhaps our whole atti- 
tude toward life. Yet just this must done are 
build the type personality which will best serve our 
temporal and our eternal interests. 

Another important element the building personality 
have strong, clear, specific and vivid conception 
the sort personality desire possess. Most men are 
less than thirty per cent efficient because they have not 
their mind’s eye sufficiently clear cut picture the men 
they want be. Our observation life, our long hours 
meditation, our knowledge ourselves and our copious read- 
ing history, biography and literature should enable 
determine the exact traits personality which should 
like possess. Let not this thing vaguely. Let 
idealize, realize, visualize those traits, let them dint 
emphasis and repetition sink into our consciousness and our 
subconsciousness; and assured that work intelligent- 
and steadily assume those traits, shall succeed 
our effort. Modern constructive psychology has made 
very clear that whatever man can adequately conceive of, 
that can achieve. Let brave and even bold this 
matter, especially since have God our side. For the 
building personality one those things whereof was 
said, “According your faith, done unto you.” 

This theory may meet with objections; but let noted 
that the objections will come from persons little cognizant 
the possibilities personality building that intellectually 
and spiritually they are atrophied, shell hardened, fossilized. 
Even for such there would hope could they but three 
things: First, realize that they are fossils; secondly, grasp 
the necessary establishing intellectual and spiritual circu- 
lation; thirdly, form vivid concept the sort person- 
ality they should possess and set work form them- 
selves. 

Personality has many aspects, and who would seriously 
about the work building the sort personality 
feels should possess must consider the work from many 
angles. begin with, there the physical aspect. Does 
our manner walking and speaking betray lack poise 
and dignity? carry dignity extremes? our 
habitual smile too vacuous; have habitual smile 
all? Are too fussy, too dynamic the classroom; 
are too static and loglike and stolid? our manner 
speech such arouse mirth least distraction from 
the matter our discourse? Are given overmuch 
our physical manner inert and inexpres- 
sive? 

Then there the personality. Are 
able see idea its relations and implications? Can 
foresee objections? think lucidly and logically? Can 
recognize the truth proposition even though that 
truth disagreeable us, are unable think inde- 
pendently the clouds prejudice and passion? 
fall into the intellectual absurdity having one law for our- 
selves and another and more stringent law for everybody 
Are practice able agree with Cardinal New- 
man that ten thousand difficulties not make one doubt? 
all, when make mistake, are willing admit 

Most important all the spiritual aspect personality. 
our piety virile, flexible, practical; thing for- 
manlism and clockwork and routine. religion 
spring living water designed soften our asperities and 
refresh our whole mind and soul; something that 
must kept apart from the rest our lives? Have 
today the same views God and the things God that 
had ten years ago; our spirituality living, growing 
thing daily and hourly becoming richer and deeper and more 
joyous?

Now you and who are engaged teaching because 
feel that our God-confided trust and because love 
and wish make the true sense work art, would 
well apply the self-effacing principle our classroom 
procedure. may, the saying is, stand well with our 
superiors, may vastly popular with our students and 
eulogized their fond parents possessing perfectly 
wonderful way with children”; and the same time our 
work may signally lacking the true artistic quality. Not, 
mind you, that should despise and shun the respect and 
good will either superiors inferiors, for without that 
good will shall have difficulty accomplishing our task;

larity. Praise said often ruin teacher. never ruins 
good teacher, because good teacher intent some- 
thing very different; his concern with the artistic quality 
his work. makes the art that conceals art, and 
old Dr. Johnson called, “The power art without the show.”

Ann Boucher, 


the April number The Catholic School Journal 


traced the development literature for children. 
saw the growth from stiff paddled Horn Book 
library thousands volumes written theologians, 
poets, story tellers, historians, travelers, naturalists, and 
humorists genuine gifts—a library which gives the 
child who uses vast advantage over the child who 
deprived. what use this library the life the 
elementary school? The school exists help home, 
church, and society enabling children live well their 
lives from day day. they grow experience their 
souls must know more and more the myriad relations 
being. spite bewildering complexities child 
must enter into relation with God, neighbor, and material 
forces—his life the religious, the social, and 
the scientific. 

his religious life child destined question 
passionately. Beset crowds emotions and problems 
searches, usually unknowingly, for path that will 
lead him right. Sometimes goes forth with the love 
disciple, sometimes with the hate warrior. But 
always seeking for his God. Dazed contradic- 
tions, baffled failure this soul search but deepens. 
The spirit yearns more intensely for guidance that shall 
bring energy—for knowledge that teaches destiny. 
learn, the child must have experience. And who will 
dare cut him off! will dwarf and 
cripple, perhaps kill! 

Where can child profit experience—the experi- 
ence others—as can reading books? There 
will find the individual more intimately revealed than 
met face face. And these other souls pictured upon 
pages deepen and make more profound the reader’s re- 
ligious life. What part, therefore, might library play 
the religious life the school? 

Since child has this inner life does not follow that 
has interest outside himself. interested, 
must necessity interested, the action others. 
This interest has for long warranted place the sev- 
enth and eighth grades for social study. But with de- 
creasing chauvinism and increasing humanitarianism 
the appalling amount military detail shrinking and

Nay, moral influence begins 
generally assumed, that great 
exertions have been made for some 
years make, possible, musical 
people us; that is, diffuse 
elementary knowledge the art 
singing throughout the country. 
3ut still, the moral influence 
more generally ascribed the exter- 
nal circumstances the practice 
the art than its internal nature. 
Music more generally considered 
the light innocent recreation, 
than powerful agent happi- 
ness, consolation and improvement, 
the connecting link between the bod- 
ily and the spiritual world for which 
God gave this art. 

There are therefore many, and 
among them men, who feel anxious 
for the improvement the human 
race, who doubt the importance 
music regard its morai influence, 
or, are not even certain the latter 
all, while others get 
the result the experiment; they 
not perceive direct tendency 
moral improvement, direct necessity 
it, direct consequence it, 
they see from dessiminating the word 
God, and they doubt its capability 
for altogether. 

these, would say few words 
the nature music, order 
show them that one those 
gifts which our All-wise, Benevolent 
God has strown our path, 
light, not force our way 
eternal salvation, but that may 
seize and use it, show the way. 
God never entirely destroys the free 
agency man, but his parental 
love, surrounds his path with the gifts 
His grace, pointing out the way 
use them, but leaving man’s 
led them, their Creator. 
Music one the noblest these 
gifts and its natural influence 
the human soul, God has pointed out 
the way use it. 

What then its natural influence? 
generally here sought for con- 
nection with the words the song: 
for vocal music alone any influ- 
ence ascribed beyond that sensual 


pleasure displeasure hearing 
pleasant unpleasant sounds. 
the character the words look 
for the moral immoral influence 
the song; and thus one the dis- 
tinctions here made between sacred, 
romantic comic songs. But why 
couple these words music? 
Here instinctively acknowledge 
the power and influence the art. 

Music eminently the art the 
heart and feelings, and open the 
heart, rouse the feelings its first 
and natural influence. its 
mighty power for good evil will 
once seen; for whatever influence 
brought bear upon the heart 
doubled this connection. find 
duced, where the object excite 
our feelings. the festive board, 
the social gathering, heightens 
our enjoyment; war, fires our 
courage; the opera, brings the 
feelings represented nearer our 
heart, and makes them our own, and 
above all, enlivens our holiest 
feelings, those religion. all 
these cases, music exerts the same 
influence, that increasing the 
feelings and emotions the soul, 
however different these emotions are 
from each-other, But examining 
the means which the art employs 
each case, find that they are differ- 
ent from each-other, and that the par- 
ticular emotion does not alone. de- 
pend upon the association ideas 
but that there must intrinsic 
power music create it. 

take the higher view music 
art itself, not only the 
means for effect, must ascribe 
art, has the beautiful for its object, 
perfect representation the beauti- 
ful. such, infinite, for perfec- 
tion not given man, and however 
high and exalted the goal is, which 
has proposed himself, reach- 
ing it, will find his views expanded 
still higher conceptions the 
beautiful; will aspire still 
higher elevation the art. music 
therefore truly conceived art, 
must have direct moral influence, 
for must elevate the soul lofty 
conceptions what pure and beau- 
tiful, and thus lead onward the 
way perfection. 

What can done bring the art 
among that First, 
separate from all associations that 
must lead sin. Secondly, watch, 
that associations connected with mu- 
sic, innocent themselves, yet easily 
abused excess, not excited 
such excess. Should then give 
altogether such music the dance, 
the social song, the opera, because 
they may abused evil influences? 
No, should separate these influ- 
ences from it, and enjoy the music 
and the associations which calls up, 
their purity. Thirdly, see that the 
music itself adapted its charac- 
ter the association ideas which 
The means adaptation are given 
melody, harmony and rhythm, and 
them, the true composer gives 
distinct character his composition;

Some one wrote and wrote 
well, when said “The faddists edu- 
cation are like the camp-followers 
science, noisy, conceited, impudent and 
shallow.” For few years, these educa- 
tional iconoclasts have tried laugh 
out custom, the study the classics 
and derided all those who urged that the 
time-honored study kept where al- 
ways held honored place. The tide 
has late turned the other way, and 
here and there one notes with pleasure 
that even non-Catholics are clamoring 
for return the old ways. There al- 
ways was well-grounded suspicion 
that much the movement was ac- 
count the fact that Catholic educa- 
tors were rule most successful 
teaching the classics. The wave op- 
position has diminished this country, 
but strange say, has received some 
force France. Henry Bergson, the 
well known Frenchman regards “the 
study Latin and Greek very use- 
ful. considering the utilitarian and 
the culture value classic studies, 
does not take into account merely the 
immediate good that derived from 
them, but attaches greater importance 
certain special qualities and habits 
thought that these studies develop 
the mind the student, whereby 
the studies taken later the univer- 
sity are rendered more fruitful and are 
given deeper sociological content.” 

President Butler Columbia Univer- 
sity has also come the defense the 


classics and says recent report that: 
“There are many signs that indicate

Many those 
who have shown the greatest contempt 
for classical studies are beginning 
ask themselves whether was wise 
take the extreme positions that they 
have been led take.

Leafless are the trees; their purple branches 

Spread themselves abroad like reefs coral, 
Rising silent 

the Red Sea the Winter sunset. 


From the hundred chimneys the village, 

Like the Afreet the Arabian story, 
Smoky columns

Theme. lover “The Golden Milestone” wishes 
indicate the core the touching lyric. Read the poem 
aloud and alone, and you have not found its echo 
your heart; you are untouched unmoved the time 
you finish the tenth stanza, the poem not for you. 
for you, and you are old, your interest may center 
the fifth stanza; young the sixth; actor 
domestic tragedy, the seventh; wanderer the 
tenth; not exiled from home, the eleventh; very 
human, the twelfth. And there have it! None 
belong the first class, but surely all belong 
the last, for all feel more less intensely the 
sad truth— 

“But you cannot 
Buy with gold the old associations.” 
Mood. The mood, tender and pathetic, not sad, 


revealed the very first words, “Leafless are the trees.” 
Because the rhythm, reading the poem aloud emphas- 
izes the pathos the stanzas following the description. 
the description itself there quiet sadness, that 
“sunset” and “winter” and “air groaning for its free- 
dom.” There are words and phrases suggestive things 
joyful but they are used merely background upon 
which project the pathetic. The atmosphere marked- 
one “ruined cities” and “fireside tragedies.” Stress- 
ing the mood have the words “sadly,” “blindly,” 
“tragedies,” “exile,” “groans,” “sighs” and 
“imprisoned.” The tenderness the mood most im- 
pressive stanzas five, six, and ten where akin 
tears. 

Movement. Just Helen Cowles Cron’s lyric, 
“The Wife,” the falling movement, supported 
trochaic phrasing, strongly suggests feeling loneli- 
ness. The poet’s quiet, unobtrusive emotion manifested 
the perfect regularity the meter. This regularity 
gives the poem steadiness and lends sort formal dig- 
nity the verse. Three trochaic pentameter and one 
trochaic dimeter verse make the four-line stanzas. 
The run-on lines vary the music the verse. There could 
union movement and sentiment closer than that 
found the more plaintive stanzas. Here the movement 
imitative, practically one with the thought, for in-

“Asking sadly 

the past when can ne’er restore them.” 
“Asking blindly

Tone-Color. Having somewhat the pathos “The 
Old Folks Home” deep-throated organ, the mel- 
ody less sweet and delicate than homely and appeal- 
ing. The poem lacks one the musical beauties 
verse, for rime binds line line. Assonance abounds 
while alliteration infrequent. the long syllables 
partly due the solemn, stately mournfulness the 
emotion expressed the melody. Its elusive sweet- 
ness that defined Leigh Hunt, “the smoothness 
grace and delicacy” attained both the variety and 
the sameness the vowels and the repetition the 
softer consonants. The iteration “by the fireside,” be- 
sides aiding the structural unity, has pleasing musical 
effect. Many the words are either vocalic made 
vowels and liquids and therefore they have, Pro- 
fessor Andrews says, beauty apart from their meaning. 
The secret the evasive onomatopeia lies the pre- 
valence long vowels and flowing liquids. The poet’s 
success “combing clarity meaning, aptness figure, 
and richness melody without sacrifice one the 
expense the others” clearly evident “The Golden 

Structure. The poem has oneness kind, but its 
unity far from that demanded Walter Pater the 
perfect unity single passionate ejacula- 
tion.” Several stanzas have only remote relation 
the main theme, the third and fourth the second group, 
for example. Only the first four words che first stanza 
are pertinent and these because they strike the keynote. 
Each group would greatly improved compression. 
sacrifice the “pictures” would mean notable gain 
force.

Progression and Proportion. The progression cli- 
mactic. the first four stanzas have pictures— 
beautiful but lifeless; the next four, have pictures 
which appear men and women; the last have 
the Golden Milestone.

leafless trees, the hundred chimneys, the social watch- 
fires, and then the fireplace. other words have 
“winter,” the reason for the fire; the evidence 
the “smoky columns,” and the “firelight;” then the logs 
themselves burning the hearth. the second group 
see old men and young ones the fireside; see 
domestic tragedy and domestic peace. the third 
have the meaning the title—the chimney, signifying 
the home, the central point every wandering; the 
wanderer’s recollection it; the happiness him who 
has not left it, and the inability both restore the 
old associations. 

The proportion could better. The final four stanzas 
deal directly with the title; the other eight bear more 
less directly it; all center about the hearth. There 
parallelism kind between the corresponding stan- 
zas the first two groups. the third and fourth stan- 
zas similarity exists only suggestion, but the first 
and second more apparent.

Style. Simple the poem figures abound. Nearly 
every stanza has either simile, metaphor personifica- 
tion. But these figures are not alike literary value. 
Some are weak, for instance “Red Sea the winter 
sunset”; some are trite, “fireside tragedies” and “building 
castles some are forceful, “neither wealth nor fash- 
ion drive (how they drive when they do!)”; and some are 
beautiful, “talking flame and answering night-wind.” 

Sincere feeling appealingly expressed always brings 
response. Like favorite line Keats’, thing 
beauty joy the lines closing The Golden 
Milestone are and will often quoted. They voice 
the words loved poet universal regret. Whether 
not style the man, certainly reveals the man. 
this poem the style reveals the characteristics the poet 
pointed out William Long: “This sweet sympathetic 


singer hope and memory went straight men’s hearts. 


sang for them not great artist who prepares 
concert for the few who can appreciate pay for it, 
but one who freely gives what music him 
make life little brighter and happier. Perhaps was 
not great poet; but glorified the commonplace life 
which most men live showing its essential truth and 
beauty.” 

Diction. Longfellow’s sympathy made “him wise 
the ways the human heart,” his scholarly pursuits made 
him wise the ways words. loved their beauty 
and they revealed their hearts. Therefore “The Golden 
Milestone” find mating alien words, hostile 
words, dissonant words. Indeed the utter natural- 
ness and harmony the words strike once. Few 
trite combinations noun and adjective jar the ear. 
Purple branches, air amber, social watchfires, cloven 
pine-tree, air imprisoned, talking flame, and answering 
night-wind are about unusual golden milestones. 

Comparison. How much less appealing this from 
Cowper! 

“This fond attachment the well-known place 
Whence first started into life’s long race, 
Maintains its hold with such unfailing sway, 

feel e’en age, and our latest day.” 

The thing has been more sweetly said prose: 

“The heart loves associate itself with some spot an- 
cestral and dear, and call home.” 

“Home,” wrote Henry Ward Beecher, “should 
oratorio singing all our after life memories and har- 
monies old-remembered joy.” Thomas Moore’s “wan- 
derer” sings: 

“Soloth part from all love, 
From all the links that bind-us; 

turn our hearts, where’er rove, 
those left behind us! 


When round the bowl, vanished years 
talk, with joyous seeming, 
With smiles that might well tears, 
faint, sad their beaming; 
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“Catch them young” should 
the motto teachers effort 
promote children love for 
flowers. box “CRAYOLA” 
the hands pupil will fur- 
nish easy medium for flower 
drawing the lower grades.

Its simplicity, its tenderness, its 
pathos, its wide appeal merit for place beside 
Psalm Life” and “The Rainy Day.” That has not 
such place today may due two causes: first, 
Longfellow’s chief fault, diffuseness, which evident 
the poem; second, the regrettable truth that home 
not this twentieth century the sacred and hallowed 
word was the early nineteenth. “life real!

his first message America, transmitted the 
Associated Press, Pope Pius made plea for higher 
education. After referring his life-long connection with 
libraries and seats learning, his Holiness said: 

“The university must shrine learning. Its pur- 
pose should mould intellectual leaders and endow 
them with deep erudition, guided the principles 
Zeal, spirit and learning are forming the 
most important effort achievement.” 

was with this conception the functions univer- 
sity training that the department education the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Council began its campaign for 
Catholic College Week which the importance higher 
education should stressed. significant, however, 
that the preliminary announcements the department im- 
mediately attracted attention, were given wide publicity 
the leading secular newspapers and provoked men af- 
fairs national prominence public discussion the 
value college course.

Mr. Rea, who not college graduate himself, having 
entered the service the great system now directs 
the age years, has made study the education 
data the official biographies 163 leading officers and 
directors the Pennsylvania Railroad. announces 
that the record demonstrates conclusively that the young 
man who begins his work with mind intensively trained 
college education, has much greater chance attain- 
ing position high responsibility and corresponding 
conpensation than has the young man without this advan- 
tage. 

George Reynolds, president the Continental and Com- 
mercial Bank, Chicago, says: “If words have any 
weight, would like impress boys and young men 
one point: college. did not go; but realize 
that the man who has made university course has tre- 
mendous advantage over the boy who has plod step 
step through the hard school experience.” 

There are 45,000 students Catholic colleges, univer- 
sities and seminaries. almost equal number attend 
colleges. Catholics appreciate the value 
higher education. class making greater sacrifices 
educate their boys and girls. The most significant 
thing, however, that, when possible, they desire their 
children receive their education Catholic college.

“Ability tell stories well will help teachers their 
work presenting God’s holy religion the members 
teacher. Christ himself used parables illustrate the 
meaning His teachings. His parables aroused the in- 
terest His Apostles. They were eager interpret their 
meaning the parables and discuss the parables with 
their Master. The people understood more easily what 
Jesus wished teach them. You know that children are 
eager for stories. Tell child story and the first thing 
must take advantage that eagerness the teaching 
religion. must not teach the truths our religion 
metaphysical, dogmatic, theological terms boys and 
girls.

STORY-TELLING HIGH SCHOOL. 
Irene Farrell. 


With the valued aid pictures 
way the “movies” other- 
wise, supplementing our teaching, 
there may danger making 
appeal the eye alone, and 
not the eye and ear working 
harmony.

Aside from the storytelling done the regular class pe- 
riods, story hour may set aside for certain day each 
week, attendance which entirely elective the part 
the pupil. This has seemed more successful when the several 
meetings have been given over entire cycle, the 
stories from Dickens’ novels, and should mention here 
“Cranford”, which particularly suited. this way, 
had the stories many operas, enhanced the Victrola 
records, all which were very popular. the 
Operas”, Maud Menefee, serves good basis for this 
work. arranging the stories for cycle this kind, help- 
ful suggestions may gleaned from the programs the 
“Story Teller’s League” from all the larger cities, which 
programs serve show that story telling subject 
matinee study—if there still some few high schoolers who 
yet believe “childish”. The National Story Tellers’ 
League, West 23rd Street, New York City, also able 
furnish much material. 

detailed discussion method can not given here but 
some points seem always essential that they may men- 
tioned. seems that the personality the particular 
teacher dictates the exact choice the story, one suited 
her needs and aims. The stories chosen might per- 
haps mean nothing unusual another teacher: some point 
style, some particular historical setting, the particular class 
hand and the purpose that particular story, all play 
part when viewed the prospective story teller. The story 
which the teacher loves, and which really appeals her 
the one for her choose and reproduce. Pupils know 
teacher’s personality that they readily detect that which 
remote and vague thing apart from her and that which 
teems with her own courage, conviction and belief its 
merit, and they respond accordingly. Sincerity the key- 
note, and when her pupils see this, they are ready listen 
her message. The whole must worthy effort, both 
selection and rendition; better omission than weak at- 
tempt. The beginning story, the few spare moments 
after class, part class period, wherever whenever 
may be, will draw the pupil attention, heart and soul, 
for its progression, for the art the story teller shall 
revived, the days the wandering bards and singers. 

With this interested endeavor the teacher, knowledge 
may imparted with associated interest, pupils and teacher 
will more closely drawn together, the hour may restful 
and entertaining, and the school cheerier place. The pupil 
may given taste for the world’s treasures, which might 
otherwise unknown him, treasures which never grow old 
out date. teacher with the story, with trained, 
literary sense and desire, may the more easily lead his high

Surely the sound instructions they have received the 
parochial school from teachers and pastor and the grace 
God will preserve their faith and morals. 

All true enough, and equally true that not all even 
any great number Catholic pupils public high schools 
lose their faith become outwardly ashamed But 
they have been danger from which only the grace 
God and the instructions received the parochial 
school they have been saved. Catholics they have 
gained nothing and failed gain much that obtainable 
Catholic higher educational institution. 

the primary school, public parochial, the pupil ac- 
cepts everything authority. Only the teacher puts 
questions. the high school the pupil begins think 
for himself and ask questions. learns question 
authority and voice raised the school tell him 


there limit such questioning. question the 
right authority the spirit the age and the en- 
tire public school prides itself being the 
spirit the age. Doubt and the self sufficiency mod- 
ernism poisons the very air breathe and crops out 
books and newspapers and the slang the street. The 
public high school pupil receives warning the dan- 
gerous current doubt and modernism against which 
must swim. Rather swim with the current and not 
against the tone his class room. His faith may 
not weakened but has missed something not be- 
ing taught that modernism with its doubts and quibbles 
does not connote intellectual health but symptom 
corruption. 

entering the public high school the Catholic pupil 
finds there not even the memory banishment the 
religion which was the soul, the heart beat and the life 
blood his parochial school. Religion when brought 
the view the public high school pupil only one 
the phenomena history sociology, analyzed 
such and many its aspects discussed pathologically. 
longer looms large his eyes, not the great 
affairs life. Religion having part the content 
the public school system, natural for the pupil con- 
clude religion has relation intellectual culture. 
well have faith, guided moral conduct 
religion but not matter think about. 

The public high school pupil does not advance far 
the elements natural science without encountering the 
old hobgoblin, the conflict science and religion. The 
Catholic convinced that there reconcilement be- 
tween religion and science when religion meets science 
not only half way but far science deigns beckon. 
His faith may too strong give way but must 
also keep abreast with the progress science. 
loses somewhat calm assurance perfection every 
detail his faith and ready with reasons and excuses 
for the intransigeancy the Church. knows not that 
Catholic schools are ignorant any conflict between 
science and faith and that the crucifix not out place 
the walls chemical and biological laboratories. His 
high school teachers science not correct his error; 
fact, they not consider errs. 

The cultivation his taste for literature without re- 
gard for the existence literary morality. does not 
learn that literary production, however artistic, which 
scoffs religion, disregards truth and regards morality 
prejudice, condemned and its reading discour- 
aged. Without such cannon literary morality cultiva- 
tion taste for literature almost necessarily leads 
moral corruption and shipwreck faith. 

These cursory thoughts may give conception the 
atmosphere surrounding the Catholic pupil the public 
high school. Can doubt dangerous atmosphere? 
The danger the greater because its full bearing and 
significance are not open view. cannot well 
detailize, although details are not wanting. cannot 
visualize the reactions the mind the agnostic irre- 
ligious teacher upon the mind the Catholic boy girl, 
nor can define and chart the subtle undercurrents op- 
posing the sound instruction the parochial school and 
the grace God which the Catholic parent relies when 
sending child the public high school. Without dis- 
cussing the diocesan High School directly, enough has 
been shown prove our thesis that diocesan high school 
necessity.

Fourthly, and this the most im- 
portant way giving its proper 
moral influence: Teach music from 
the very beginning art, and for 
its own sake, and not merely man- 
ual labor, and for the sake its ex- 
ternal advantages. not let the 
young understand that they are 
learn music merely because they can 
make themselves agreeable it, 
whatever other external advantages 
are with it; but lead them 
give their soul fully it, lead 
them find music, power 
move their own hearts. Make them 
acquainted with masterpieces the 
art, that they may learn beyond 
the mere pleasure the ear; and 
teach them much the laws which 
govern the art, time and opportun- 
ity will permit. short, teach them 
consider music bosom friend, 
who once model beauty, 
purity and holiness, who will enter 
into every spirit with which you ap- 
proach him; who stands before you

School should 
happy place, and the right kind educational motion 
pictures can help make more than today.” 


Entirely accord with Mr. Casey’s views regarding the 
need happy mental attitude the part pupils 
toward their school work, are the ideas Mrs. Mary 
Bradford, who was the war-time president the 
and former superintendent public instruc- 
tion Colorado. the recent meeting Chi- 
cago she said: “Memory becomes infallible camera 
when provided with film human interest.

movement nation-wide proportions rearrange 
the time schedules public schools that children 
all religious denominations may receive regular religious 
instruction has been inaugurated with the powerful back- 
ing Methodist Episcopal, Baptist, Presbyterian and 
other religious bodies. 

Many Cities Experimenting 

pointed out that from 200 300 cities the 
United States are experimenting with the subject re- 
ligious instruction public school children school 
days. Among these are New York, Detroit, Grand Rapids, 
Milwaukee, Houston, Toledo, Rochester, and Malden, 
Mass. Protestants this last city have been giving re- 
ligious instruction school children week days for 
some time, but always outside school hours. 

The proposed new plan has been endorsed com- 
mittee education which claims represent thirty-three 
religious denominations and sixty-seven state and pro- 
vincial associations with membership 23,000,000, the 
result fusion Protestant agencies meeting Chi- 
cago last February for the purpose throwing their 
weight into movement secure the “spiritual literacy” 
the childhood America.

FEW SUGGESTIONS FOR TEACHING 
PENMANSHIP. 


Pearle Mallory, Director Penmanshi 
State Teachers College, Winona, Winona 


There subject the school curriculum from which 
returns are larger more concrete than from the study 
penmanship, has been properly taught and effec- 
tively correlated with other subjects. Altho there has 
been close correlation between other subjects, penman- 
ship has stood alone. should provided all 
points, that all written work should required 
meet definite standards. This necessary order 
establish the habit good writing, which just im- 
the ability write well. 

Unless the principles taught the formal writing les- 
sons are insisted upon all the informal writing, the 
time spent drill lost. absolutely impossible 
produce class good writers the effort improve 
confined twenty minutes daily, when each day’s 
hours are spent careless, slovenly work. Would good 
English “carry over” fifty per cent the teachers could 
not speak good English knew nothing the processes 
which taught and accepted any form speech? 
No! One sees how absurd such condition would 

Since penmanship the vehicle written thought and 
will continue used business and social 
should taught skillfully all schools. The 
easy, rapid writing should the acquisition every 
school child. pedagogically train the child the 


-habit writing well, demands, first all, rapid and 


thoro preparation the part the teacher. Any teacher 
who intelligent enough teach pupils other subjects 
can learn thoroly one term the mechanics and pedagogy 
practical writing. With enthusiastic teacher, the 
subject penmanship can made one absorbing and 
fascinating interest any group children. Enthusiasm 
essential factor and based thoro knowledge 
the subject, and confidence one’s ability teach 
successfully. 
What the best universal type? Since hand writing 
read, first all, must legible. This means 
that the letters must have such form, uniformity slant 
spacing and alignment will make them most readable. 
addition good form and freedom line, there must 
reasonable rate speed and the ability maintain 
both form and speed with correct hygienic position for 
reasonable length time. Not all types letters 
systems will this equally well. The Palmer Method 
Muscular-movement Writing best adapted this 
type, because based both physical and pedagogical 
principles. aims conserve health, eyesight and time. 
Moreover, its psychological foundation accurate. Posi- 
tion, movement, speed and form are the basic principles. 
The actual teaching lessons should consist three 
forms: namely, developing lessons, drill lessons and test 
lessons. Developing lessons this subject have not been 
common they should be, but pupils are taught 
analyze their work for specific errors and attack 
consciously the problem improvement hand- 
writing, there must developing lessons. Experience 
has proven that twenty-minute daily drill period more 
effective than longer periods greater 
ing this twenty minutes intensive study and drill the 
teacher should remember that the psychology drill 
the psychology habit. Test lessons are necessary 
show the progress each student. For this ad- 
visable use the “Progress Sheet” and test each child 
his own improvement. From the third grade thru 
the eighth, the progress sheet may arranged the 
following manner the first formal writing lesson each 
term: the first line write name and grade, the 
second line, the name the school, town and state. Skip 
one line and make “push pull” two spaces high, clear 
across the page, keeping count the number made 
the line. Without skipping, make compact oval two spaces 
tall clear across the page keeping count the number 
made. Skip one line and make set capitals; skip 
line and make the small alphabet and figures found 
page 29. Skip one line and write, “This specimen 
best writing before began practice muscular- 
movement writing from the lessons the Palmer Method 
Business Writing ————————— date.” any one 
wishes speed test, turn this paper over and tell the class 
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the word “write” write: “This specimen 
best writing” some familiar sentence, until the 
word “stop” given. The teacher holds stop watch 
for two minutes while the class writes. the word 
“stop” the class members count their number letters 
and divide two, which gives the rate per minute 
each individual. These rates should recorded the 
paper one corner.

THE BYWAYS LITERATURE.

Highways, whether life literature, must needs 
followed the crowd. They offer, not only the eas- 
iest mode travel, but also the best opportunities for 
meeting that “world fashion” which most are 
more less enslaved. 

the highways literature, one motored pleas- 
antly along the critics who, save one the trouble 
forming personal opinion literature, place their 
own dicta entirely one’s service. 

these highways, too, one hobnobs with the so-called 
“literary not questioning any more than 
one would the world the “four hundred” how they 
became fashionable. 

Should blame our students, then, their criticisms 
are culled from the brains others rather than from 
their own, their knowledge literature confines it- 
self the hero and the heroine the play the story? 

That their knowledge does confine itself may 
easily proved. Ask them criticize some literary work 
and they will almost invariably give you the criticism 
their text book literature. Question them about 
characters literature and you will practically cer- 
tain find the answer slip every student the names 
Portia, Hamlet, Macbeth, and Ivanhoe. 

Yet, just wandering along some unfrequented 
bypaths one comes now and then bits scenery 
rivalling beauty the most noted “sights” the tourist, 
reading the works author one finds occasion- 
ally some minor character that proves more clearly than 
hero heroine the author’s skill portraying human 
nature. Such character, seems us, the 
Scott’s “Ivanhoe”. 

Lest Gurth’s occupation lead astray the very out- 
set, let remember what Scott himself says the sixth 
chapter “Ivanhoe”. (Gurth’s) “occupation, though now 
held mean, gave him much consequence Saxon 
England that Eumaeus Ithaca.” After all, was 
not fitting that the “Saxon swine,” the Normans 
called them, should make much the Saxon swineherd? 
Gurth, then, not mere clout devoid individuality: 
rather one who, while slavishly submissive his 
master’s will thrall must needs be, still man; 
man the true meaning the word, with keen sense 
justice, sturdy resistance oppression, unfailing 
fidelity the one loves whether Wilfrid Ivan- 
hoe Wamba the fool. 

Stern, savage, wild aspect, surly and uncouth his 
ways, yet see the kindly heart the man cares for 
Wilfrid after the tournament Ashby, grieves over 
Cedric’s kill poor Fangs. Deprived such 
knowledge the political government the times 
Cedric possesses, his good common sense makes him 
realize, more clearly would seem than does the Saxon 
thane, the futility resisting Norman rule. That his 
hatred the Normans equals that Cedric, however, 
manifested both his conversations with Wamba and 
his treatment Prior Aymer and Brian 
Guilbert when they ask the way Rotherwood. dis- 
plays ready wit his haggling with Isaac York 
over the payment the eighty zecchins, and honesty, 
rare enough those days, his efforts keep Wil- 
frid’s money safe from the robbers even the risk 
losing his own. That Gurth coward one sees plain- 
his combat with the Miller, his readiness 
Cedric’s defense when the latter has been captured 
the Normans, and his faithful attendance Cedric 
the burning castle Front-de-Boeuf. not too lit- 
tle man appreciate Rebecca’s beauty, though perhaps 
shines the brighter the light her golden coins; 
nor too much slave censure Cedric’s treatment 
Wilfrid and resent Cedric’s punishment himself 
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because his—Gurth’s—faithfulness Ivanhoe. Finally, 
all the manly feelings long held the collar 
the thrall, burst forth the cry gratitude with which 
welcomes Cedric’s gift ‘Noble master! 
doubled strength your gift, and doubly will 
fight for you!” 

Thus while the character Gurth lacks some those 
finer touches that Scott’s “home” people attrac- 
tive, surely one well worth considering, from the 
time when meet him “second driving 
before the whole herd his inharmonious 
charge,” until leave him man “folk-free and sacless,” 
free spirit his breast; one, himself tells us, 
“changed himself and all around.” 

have chosen Gurth illustrate the minor character 
one meets the bypaths literature because the story 
Ivanhoe universally well known; there are num- 
berless others, however, that would have served our pur- 

ose. 

Might not helpful our students let them 
visit byways occasionally and meet some these com- 
monplace but intensely human imaginary folk? seems 
that such acquaintance would tend increase the 
student’s interest literature, that would lead them 
study more intelligently, and that finally would en- 
able them distinguish for themselves between the real 
and the market value literature—current otherwise.

THE RELAXATION PHYSICAL EXERCISE. 
Rev. Thomas Larkin. 


Healthful games conduce not merely physical but 
moral health. the ball field boys who are not other- 
wise amenable, acquire habits self-restraint, control 
temper, fairness, honor, unenvious approbation an- 
other’s success and all that “give and take which 
stands man such good stead when goes into the 
world without. 

Nevertheless the object physical training schools 
primarily hygienic. effort maintain the 
health the pupils the highest possible level, spite 
the sedentary habits which usually accompany school 
life. There hygienic value muscular activity within 
physiological limits, value those exercises which pro- 
mote nutrition, better circulation and improved respirat- 
ion. 

All exercises helpful must judicious and given 
those trained and qualified direct the movements. 
the vast majority our parish schools are charge 
religious orders, would not perhaps possible for the 
sisters direct all the exercises. But from our splendid 
corps Catholic college graduates should not diffi- 
cult find those competent take and direct the 
work. 

Continued mental exertion and sitting quietly desks 
tend bring fatigue and restlessness very quickly chil- 
dren school, especially primary grades, that in- 
tervals change are necessary; these include not only 
recess, which ordinarily placed near the middle each 
session, but periods relaxation interspersed throughout 
the day. 

The finest antidote for mental weariness and depression 
active exercise the fresh air. Children should have 
not only regular systematic exercise which calls into use 
all the large muscles successful manner, but should 
also given opportunities for unrestrained play. The 
congested conditions life our large cities make 
impossible for thousands children have opportunities 
for play exercise, except the school yard. The test 
teacher efficiency not only teaching, but deal- 
ing with pupils; and nowhere this test more effectively 
shown than the direction children’s play, 
class physical training. 

Many the exercises calesthenics, gymnastic drills, 
basketball, etc., which were widely advocated and pop- 
ular decade ago, discarded from the most ap- 
proved methods physical training, having been found 
physicians injurious and deleterious their after 
effects upon the children and especially the girls. 


The preaching the gospel fresh air panacea 
for per cent the superficial ills which humanity 
falls victim continues serious and helpful habit with 
those who have proved its efficacy. Still, the majority 
people read the advice authorities the subject, 
admit the logic their conclusions, determine heed 
the list “don’ts” included, and immediately thereafter 
revert their careless habits. 


The unpleasant odor the school room not the worst 
feature foul air, though may the first means an- 
nouncing the bad ventilation room. Far worse the 
effect upon the health—the impaired eyesight, the weak- 
ened lungs, the vitiated blood, the depletion vital life 
and power. All these hinder the child from learning 
and the teacher from instructing.

eye reflects the brain proper perspective, the im- 
pression made and concepts received will correct. But, 
the vision defective the impressions made and con- 
cepts received will defective and thoughts and opinions 
expressed will distorted.

Interest and Importance 


The School investigation the school curriculum 
Program. and its effect upon the child’s physical con- 

dition has led number interesting, 
not thoroughly conclusive, results. The longest period 
which child five seven years should expected 
have for given exercise should not exceed fifteen 
minutes. For child seven ten years should 
not exceed twenty minutes; for child from ten twelve, 
not over twenty-five; and from twelve sixteen, not 
more than thirty. These figures have been approved both 
experiment and experience. They are maxima for all 
confining exercises. With regard the exercises which 
are the most fatiguing, arithmetic and language, may 
generally supposed, have proved most so. But rather 
the surprise most teachers, careful experiments 
have ranked physical culture exercises with these sub- 
jects. justice physical culture, should, however, 
remembered that this the case where continued 
for the same length time the other exercises, which 
rarely happens this country.

Children’s Communion. 


Children make their first Communion when they come 
the use reason. The decree July 15, 1910, up- 
rooted many stern conviction reference this. 
found out our astonishment that thorough drill upon 
the truths religion was not necessary, that child 
come the use reason had both the right and the 
obligation receive this sacrament upon the acquaintance 
with few fundamental articles belief. not pos- 
sible that sometimes carry this too far? Because 
child may allowed receive Communion with mini- 
mum instruction surely reason why his instruc- 
tion should not thorough possible that age. 
Devoted mothers during the past twelve years have dis- 
covered their children wonderful capability assimi- 
lating religious teaching even those tender years. Gen- 
erally the child’s fervour and devotion has been found 
keep pace with this fuller instruction. Here then 
our ideal. Whenever those our care can brought 
this standard before the time for first Communion 
arrived, why should think anything else? may 
information for many teachers Catholic schools 
that the new code canon law has some very definite 
regulations this point. substance they are fol- 
lows: “When there danger death, that children may 
permitted receive the Blessed Eucharist, suf- 
ficient that they can distinguish the Body Christ from 
common food and reverently adore it.” “When there 
danger death, fuller knowledge Christian Doc- 
trine and more thorough preparation should -insisted 
upon; they should taught least those mysteries 
religion the knowledge which necessary for salva- 
tion and trained approach the Holy Table with such 
devotion possible that age.” 

There another circumstance which calls for our seri- 
ous consideration. Many those children who are ad- 
mitted the Sacraments with the minimum instruc- 
tion may have little drill all that concerns the 
Sacraments for some years after. From the day their 
first Communion, however, they are expected present 
themselves the Sacred Tribunal regularly. Here 
the most solemn duty earth undertaken 
child, time after time, with practically instruction 
all that necessary for undertaking momentous. 
all important, therefore, that should remember 
this. When assumed the responsibility its admis- 
sion Holy Communion for the first time. 

Were strictly follow the decree 1910, our re- 
sponsibilities the matter would almost completely van- 
ish, the words being “In regard dispositions necessary 
for First Communion the decision rests with the con- 
fessor and parents those taking the place the par- 
ents.” Our schools continue engaging this work 
preparation notwithstanding. How much better for all 
concerned were the injunctions the decree strictly ob- 
served and preparation for First Communion carried 
the home rather than the schools. 

Next, have consider the practices pupils 
higher grades. Our Holy Father has said the last word 
Frequent Communion. have nothing but 
follow. Generally our schools have been zealous pro- 
moting this frequency among pupils. Does not occur 
you sometimes that have been disposed over- 
look the clause that decree which reads follows: 
“Care taken that Holy Communion preceded 
serious preparation and followed suitable thanks- 
giving, according each one’s strength, circumstances, 
and would seem the surprise which took 
possession the Catholic world upon hearing that 
little was required necessary disposition receive 
daily, made them almost forgetful the injunctions con- 
tained this sentence. The pendulum will first swing 
too far the other side. might well for 
inquire such tendency not observable the im- 
portance—or rather want it—attached time for prep- 
aration and thanksgiving. For fifteen years more our 
zealous pastors and missionaries have preached season 
and out season the new dispensation. devoted sons 
the Supreme Pontiff, they have endeavored bring 
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the faithful the fullest enjoyment the treasures 
open before them. Our minds have been preoccupied with 
the thought; frequent communion was our aim and 
quite possible that certain extent least, our 
interpretation this doctrine has led undervalue 
the necessity such devotional practices would guar- 
antee the best dispositions therefor. 

new difficulty presented itself. receive Holy Com- 
munion daily, much more frequently than heretofore, 
required time. seemed forget this and were not 
prepared make proper provision for it. The old rou- 
tine had invaded. are urge children 
approach the Sacraments week days must not 
impose duties that will interfere with their having time 
Mass and remain for suitable thanksgiving. 
The hour for leaving home, for rising, for breakfast, must 
changed, the hour for arriving school remains 
the same. Unless can train children provide for 
all this and assist them our suggestions, are not 
taking the most effective most salutary means 
promote frequent communion. adult laity, living 
the world, cannot become daily communicants without 
considerable sacrifice time; nor have school children 
any option beyond that reconciling themselves the 
same necessity. Indeed, might doubt the efficacy 
religious discipline which practice seemed aim 
promoting frequent communion condition its not 
infringing upon the hours study and class. Would not 
the student trained disposed after life fancy 
was not called upon receive Holy Communion 
the sacrifice some time from his daily occupations, 
the self denial rising earlier the morning? The 
observance such conditions would for the entire 
Catholic laity, with very few exceptions, never receive 
Holy Communion week-day. 

Our work does not end here. the ordinary child cap- 
able performing the task the allotted time? 
would hope have them occupy themselves profitably 
before Communion, during Mass, and for something like 
quarter hour afterwards, can expect all this 
accomplished without frequent and generous assist- 
ance our part? must not leave them depend 
upon their own good will and habits devotion. The 
recollection such undertaking calls for rarely ac- 
quired without effort and rarely without direction. 
insist upon the importance due time for thanksgiving, 
must also ready show young people what do. 
Many soon allow themselves cut short. This comes 
not much from indifference from not understand- 
ing what exercises are available for filling the time. 
They read over the Prayers after Communion, given 
ordinary book devotions, and then leave the 
church because there nothing else do. Many our 
school graduates have classes religious instruction 
heard discussions upon almost every point doctrine 
likely become subject controversy and not once 
lifetime been told how make Thanksgiving after 
Communion. That pupil may able one day ex- 
press his thoughts clearly and effectively, insist upon 
his writing essays weekly for number years, care- 
fully examine his efforts each occasion, guide him 
the choice subjects, acquaint him with literary produc- 
tions calculated serve models composition and 
through untiring attention and unceasing suggestions 
strive improve him the art. Meanwhile, leave 
him absolutely his own resources the acquiring 
art important, strictly necessary, exalted 
that conversing familiarly one quarter hour every 
morning with the God Heaven and earth. Would 
not advisable have classes religious instruction 
give more attention this? 

Once more let not forget that are teachers. 
are training youth acquire habits and capacities avail- 
able throughout life. That children are obliged spend 
sufficient time thanksgiving while our charge 
not enough; the real question shall have trained 
them continue doing after they have passed from 
our hands. have mind parish where some three 
hundred children attending the parochial school made their 
regular Communion the first Friday the month. 
The Mass was followed immediately Benediction 
the Blessed Sacrament, the teachers, course, being 
present with the pupils. simply fact that when 
many these children went Communion other 
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occasions they left the church soon Mass was over. 
The explanation not far seek. They were naturally
